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TOKYO, July 12 (AP)—Grim 
American troops fell back again 
today before the Russian-supplied 
armored might of North Korean 
troops, who outnumbered them 
heavily. 

They took up new, prepared 
positions behind the important 
Kum river, last natural barricr 
guarding Taejon, 15 miles south. 
Taejon has been American ad- 
vanced headquarters. It is on the 
maim South Korean rail line from 
the southeastern supply port of 
Pusan. The river, while only 200 
yards wide at some spots, offers 
a natural line of defense. 

Strong North Korean pressure 
against outnumbered American 
batallions in the Chonan-Chengju 
area “may compel further with- 
drawals behind the Kum river” 
defense line, Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur said tonight.

POULTRY RETAIL 
PRICES UP 3 TO § 
CENTS A POUND 


The retail price of poultry has 
gone up from 3 to 5 cents a pound 
in the last few days as St. Louis 
consumers switched from beef 
and pork, a survey by the Post- 
Dispatch indicated today. 

As a result, fresh dressed fry- 
ers were selling today at about 
52 cents a pound. Dressed and 
drawn fryers were bringing up to 
62 cents a pound. 

The rise has continued despite 
Government estmates that the 
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supply this year would be 25 per 
ieent greater than a year ago. At 
‘present, more than 240,000,000 
/pounds of surplus poultry is in 
| storage. 

| Turkeys, which the Govern- 
‘ment gave away to school chil- 
i'dren in May, including about 
160,000 pounds in St. Louis, also 
have risen slightly and now are 
bringing in excess of 63 cents a 
pound at the retail level.

“Every time you would kill one, 
about 20 would come up to take 
his place,” said Pvt. Freddy 
Pickens of Columbus, Miss. 
Machine Gun Knocked Out. 
Screaming and shouting but 
nevertheless attacking with dis- 
cipline, the Reds rode into the 
American positions.

At Chonui Ridge; Reds All 
Around, Help Is Too Late

WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 

KOREA, July 10 (©elayed)— 
American troops in forward posi- 
tions narrowly escaped another 
enveloping thrust by North 
Korean Communists today and 
were able to avoid annihilation 
by great luck in withdrawal. The 
unit suffered severe casualties 
and was forced to leave all its 
heavy “equipment behind. 
This correspondent was one of 
three reporters who saw the ac- 
tion and was the only newspaper- 
man to get out alive. The others, 
Ray Richards of International 
Service, and Cpl. Ernest Peeler of 
Stars and Stripes, were killed by 
enemy fire. 

' Seven Captives Slain. 

A particularly grisly feature of 
the action was the shooting in 
cold blood: of seven Americans 
who were captured by the Com- 
munists. The men, four of whom 
were driving jeeploads of muni- 
tions forward in a last gasp ef- 
fort to keep: the force supplied, 
surrendered to the hordes of 
North Koreans who were over- 
running the roads. The Reds 
dragged them from their jeeps, 


shot them in the face, ignoring 
their pleas for mercy. 

The small American force, com- 
manded by Capt. Charles Alkire 
of Missoula, Mont., had been giv- 
en the’ task of defending a low 
ridgeline overlooking Chonui. It 
was another in a series of des- 
perate holding actions by which 
the Americans hoped to buy time. 
It was not an encounter any- 
one will remember, except those 
who were there, and the out- 
come will have no bearing on ul- 
timate results. It is worth telling 
only as an example of what hap- 
pens when men are thrown into 
action without adequate prepara- 
tions. Important lessons can be 
learned from this seemingly 
trivial engagement. 

We reached the hill late Sun- 
day afternoon in time to see a 
series of air strikes against the 
withered ground behind a shad- 
owy, filthy cluster of huts im- 
mediately below us. The Red 
spearhead of two divisions was 
putting heavy reliance on the 
main road from Seoul for sup- 
plies, and the highway northward 
for a distance of 10 miles was 
crawling with enemy vehicles. All 
we could see, however, was a 
naked ribbon of clay, running

northward from the town about a 
mile to where tne road dipped 
behind a screen of hills. 

Planes Hit Enemy. 

But high columns of black 

smoke rising behind the hills 
proved that our jet planes had 
found victims. It was a cheering 
sight for. the infantry, all of 
whom hoped that the enemy 
would be too*¥ disorganized to 
jump off at night. 
Capt. Alkire’s men were spread 
out thinly along the ridge. A 
lone American tank, lying back 
of the hill; was to challenge any 
Communist armor that poked its 
nose around a bend in the road 
that nestled against the western 
base of the hill. It was too light- 
ly armored to risk a duel with 
the 60-ton, Russian-made mon- 
sters of the enemy. Only by de- 
livering a lucky blow at close 
range could our tank hope to 
knock out the intruder. 

Across the road, on the oppo- 
site bank of a shallow stream, 
Were two score men under Lt. 
Raymond Bixler of Lebanon, Mo. 
Bixler’s men, whose job was to 
hold the left flank, did not have 
too good a position. 

High wooded hills lay immedi- 
ately to their left, and it was from 
direction that the enemy 
launched his main attack. 

Bixler’s men were destined to 
be overrun and many of them 
slaughtered in their foxholes. The 
brave lieutenant, gathering as 
many survivors as he could, with- 
drew to safety in the nick of 


time. 
An Uneasy Night. 

We passed an uneasy night on 
the hill. At intervals our artillery 
banged away at possible enemy as- 
sembly points in the flats of Cho- 
nui, “Outgoing mail” screeched 
close overhead, but the shelling 
failed to disperse swarms of mos- 
quitoes that made things miserable 
until the horrors of the morning 
caused us to forget our lesser 
woes,

Troops Building Up to 
Stop Reds, Spokesman 
Says — Hints Ridge 
Is ‘No Retreat’ Line.

WASHINGTON, July 12 (UP) 
~—An Army spokesman § said 
bluntly today that “‘we’re taking 
a iicking’” in Korea, but that 
American troops are. steadily 
building up to stop the Commu- 
nist invaders. 

Based on the latest information 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
headquarters, the spokesman said 
the Kum river represents a good 
defense line behind which the 
build-up of American forces is 
continuing. He did not hazard 
a guess on whether American 
troops can hold the line behind 
the Kum river. 

He hinted that a mountainous 
ridge running northeast to south- 
west just east of Taejon might be 
the line of “no retreat” for 
American and South Korean 
forces if the North Koreans suc- 
ceed in driving across the Kum 
river in great force. * 

The spokesman said there is 
high ground behind Taejon and 
for the North Koreans to get be- 
hind that ridge for a drive on the 
port of Pusan would be a major 
operation. 

South Korean troops, he said, 
are holding very well at the 
northerly edge of the ridge where 
another ridge extending. south to- 
ward the coast protects the north- 
east end of the valley that leads 
to Pusan, the port through which 
American troops and armor are 
being funneled. 

“Don’t sell the South Korean 
troops short,” he added. 

“We're taking a licking,” he 
admitted, “but handling the tac- 
tical situation as well as can be 
done. Every inch of that ground 
will be contested.” 

He stressed again that what is 
going on is a delaying action de- 
signed to slow the Communists 
while the defense is built up. 

“It’s tough on the men,” he 

“and we're going to lose 
some of them.”

Planes Continue Support. 
United States and Australian 
planes continued their support of 
American troops. 

Fifth Air Force light bombers 
supported ground troops and 
struck bridges near Ansong while 
fighters ranged wide over the 
battle area on strafing missions. 
B-29s attacked enemy warehouses, 
marshaling yards and rolling 
stock. Unnamed targets were re- 
ported left in flames. 
Australian Mustang fighters, 
using a South Korean base to 
refuel and rearm, turned in their 
best performance of the war. 
They accounted for eight tanks 
and five trucks while striking at 
enemy targets in excellent 
weather, the communique said. 
Pilots of the Fifth Air Force 
reported that their five-inch 
rocket fire only glanced off the 
giant tanks which have led the 
Communist advance. 

A European war veteran, 
Tommy Bishop of Quitman, Miss., 
said some of the Red armor 
looked like German Tiger tanks 
(The North Koreans are report- 
ed to be using the 57-ton Stalin 
tank, with six-inch armor, in ad- 
dition to smaller tanks.

Rules Cafes in Washington Can 
Exclude Negroes. 
WASHINGTON, July 12 (AP)— 
A municipal judge ruled yester- 
'day that Washington restaurants 
| can legally refuse to serve Negro 
| customers. 


| The opinion was handed down 


a| by Judge Frank Myers, who said 
'the District of Columbia cannot 
enforce anti-segregation laws it 

| adopted 80 years ago. 

Myers’s decision held that the 
laws—enacted in 1872 and 1873— 
had been superseded by a statute 
passed in 1878 when Congress set 
up the present government for 

the District. 

| The 1878 action repealed the 
| anti-segregation laws by “implica- 
'tion” even if it did not specifical- 
ily, the opinion said. 

| The court action resulted from 
a suit brought by three Negroes 
'who were denied service in a 
'chain restaurant last February. 

The old laws had provided that 

no restaurant could legally deny 
'service to any “well-behaved” 
| Person, regardless of race, color 
or creed.

The big disappointment ~f the 
season Is the fact that this year’s 
squirrel crop is almost a total 
failure. Regardless of eariy re- 
ports of good hunting and later 
reports that squirrels were fairly 
plentiful, the fact remains that it 
takes an expert hunter ali day 
long to bag even two or three of 
the bushytails. 

In the entire Ozarks area last | 
year, the acorn crop was a failure 
and this is the major cause of the 
shortage. Most of the few 
squirrels killed haye been old 
ones which survived the winter 
food shortage. No doubt, a heavy 
migration from the Ozarks took 
place in the early winter months. 
If the nut and acorn crop this 
year is plentiful, many will return 
and there is some promise of bet- 
ter shooting this fall. 

There is a squirrel hunting 
area on Current River near Tun- 
nel Bluff which, prior to this year, 
produced a bountiful supply. In 
the river bottoms there are many 
mulberry trees. These trees al- 
ways produce abundantly. This 
year the mulberries were so thick 
that the ground was carpeted with 
fallen _ berries. Hunters who 
know the place, report that sev- 
eral hunting trips in this vicinity 
were total failures.

4. The North Koreans have 
the advantage of short supply 
lines through protected inland 
routes. United States supplies 
must move by sea over dis- 
tances ranging from the 110- 
mile crossing of the straits be- 
tween Japan and Korea to 
thousands of miles from bases 
in various places in the United 
States. 

Military men cautioned that 
perhaps another three weeks of 
bad news, or more falling back by 
American and South Korean 
forces, should be expected before 


the build-up of strength begins 


to pay off. 


Major War Feared. 

The concern evidenced private- 
ly in some Pentagon quarters was 
that if North Korea’s Communist 
friends in Russia and China 
start sending in hundreds of 
thousands of volunteers the con- 
flict may swell into a prolonged, 
major-scale war even though the 
theater remains localized in that 
part of the Far East. | 


It was recalled that more than 
a week ago there were reports of 
about 200,000 Chinese Commun- 
ist troops assembling on the Man- 
churian border with the appar- 
ent intention of moving to the 
aid of the North Korean army. 

There now are reasons to be- 
lieve that force was only the be- 
ginning, that the foreign support 
for the North Koreans poised to 
come to their aid may have be- 
come much greater. 

Should that be done (and the 
belief that it quite possibly may

We have underestimated the 
North Koreans, as has been, and 
will be, admitted by United States 
soldiers and generals alike. 

We are fast losing the early 
contempt we had for the North

the soldiers who, like all Ameri-| 
cans, hate to lose a fight. 

in their outcries against what 
has happened here this past week, 
men and officers complain: 

Our force is not strong enough. 

We are outnumbered. 

The Air Force has let them. 
down by failing to halt every Red 
tank on Korea's roads. 


WEEK ago yesterday United States armed forces went into 
action in the South Korean war against Communism. The week 
has been one of American withdrawal and losses. 


We are being committed in a 
piecemeal and haphazard fashion. 


Our mounted equipment is not 
powerful enough to halt the rice- 
paddy-treading, hill-climbing Reds 
from North Korea—half guerrilla 
but well trained. 


This campaign is in its infancy, 
however, and as it develops so 
will our strength and power. . 

American Forces Confident. 

Everyone here is confident the 
North Koreans are in for the jolt 
of their lives when we get set 
and start moving north. 

In the meantime we have lost 
ground which must be retaken— 
at a cost. 

And the cost is high. It became 
hich the day the first American 
soldier was killed. 

Our soldiers, generally speak- 
ing, seem to have no stomach for 
this war. This is a personal opin- 
ion, but 1 doubt if many of them 
know that in fighting the Reds 
here they are fighting for them- 
selves.

How Much Mobilization? 


The call for 20,000 men for the fighting 
forces through Selective Service recalls a strik- 
ing statement made by Bernard M. Baruch seven 
weeks ago. Speaking on the then current issue 
of continuing the Draft Act, that “elder states- 
man” said: 

“To me there is something immoral in offer- 
ing human sacrifice on the altar of patriotism 
and interfering with the lives of our youth with- 


out first setting up complete plans for the mo-. 


bilization of industry, of capital, of materials, 
of transportat:on, of profit, of prices, of wages, 
and the other elements necessary to make us 
ready” { 

Should the Federal Government, through Con- 
gress and the executive departments, move now 
to apply the thought raised by Mr. Baruch? 
Should, in short, resources be drafted at this 
time along with men” 

What may be necessary in the future, no one, 
of course, knows for a certainty. It all depends 
on the course which the war in Korea takes. If 
the fighting continues to be localized, if the 
Kremlin does not identify itself actively with 
the North Korean Communists, if the British 
peace feelers should bear fruit, then demands 
for men and arms and supplies will not be so 
great.

On the home front, W. Stuart Symington has 
moved into a position of prime importance. The 


former Secretary of the Air Force, now the 


chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board, becomes the over-all co-ordinator of ef- 
forts and needs and supplies. Stock piling of 
critical materials must advance rapidly under 
him. His agency will have much to do with the 
adequacy of civilian defense. Since Mr. Syming- 
ton’s long-standing concern about these matters 
is well-known, the country can count on him to 
give his tremendous task all that industry, 
energy and a busy and inquiring mind can yield. 

The procurement of new manpower comes 
first and this is now begun im effect with the 
resumption of Selective Service. Several weeks 
must pass before any substantial number of 
men will be ready for induction. But the start 
has been made and on a national basis. The 
atrocity killings in Korea will only galvanize 
the American people against the brutal invaders 
of the Republic set up by U.N. 

As for future steps, the National Security 
Council may be sure that it will be supported 
in all its decisions, so long as they are made in 
the interests of freedom and justice and return 
of peace in the world.

Plugging a Hole 
President Truman plugs a big hole in the 
national defense organization by the choice of 
a new chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. Gordon Dean, who is to be nominated, 
has been a member of the AEC for 14 months 
and acting chairman since the end of June. 


for a four-year term, there remains just one un- 
filled seat on this absolutely vital commission. 
The state of the world is such that the White 
House should lose no time in finding a quali- 
fied man for the fifth seat. Problems before 
the AEC are grave enough that there should be 
no handicap imposed by a vacant commissioner- 
ship. 
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\ Bargain at $35.000,000 

If the Point Four program of economic aid to 
backward nations is worth doing at all, it is 
worth doing on a big enough scale to convince 
those nations that the United States is in earnest. 
The $35,000,000 which President Truman has 
asked the Senate to restore to the Point Four 
bill, after reducing it to $10,000,000, is little 
enough. In terms of domestic public works 
projects $10,000,000 is about enough for one 
medium-sized dam. 

Point Four is not a program on which large 
sums of money can be spent at once, Secretary 
of State Acheson has said. We wish, as he does, 
that more could be spent on it. For economic 
aid is the least expensive kind of aid this coun- 
try can give to countries which are resisting the 
aggression of Communism. 

A more expensive kind of aid is being given 
at this moment in Korea. No one can say that 
more and better economic aid to South Korea 
would have prevented the Communist invasion 
of that republic. But if the agricultural south 
could have been improved, if it could have been 
made self-sustaining and strong and prosperous, 


that would have been a measure of discourage- 
ment to the Communists in the industrial north. 
They would have found a country more difficult 
either to persuade or to overwhelm. 

In many other parts of the world as well, 
economic strength will be one of the main 
strengths against Communist aggression—or lack 
of it will be one of the main weaknesses. Through 
Point Four—as much of it as this country can 
effectively utilize—let us see that it is strength. 
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Return of the Golden Primary 


Three Senators have a very important but lit- 
tle noticed committee task. They are Gillette of 
Iowa and Stennis of Mississippi, Democrats, and 
Schoeppel of Kansas, Republiean. The joint as- 
signment of these Senators is the subcommit- 
tee to look into excessive expenditures in the 
1950 campaign. 

In Oklahoma alone, it is reportéi that utili- 
ties and other groups spent more than $500,000 
in behalf of Senator Elmer Thomas in the race 
of that server of special interests against Rep- 
resentative Mike Monroney. Since the July 4 
primary was inconclusive in that Representative 
Monroney did not obtain a clear majority over 
Senator Thomas, it may be presumed that much 
more money will be spent by outside interests 
in the July 25 runoff. . 

Outside money is also said to have flooded 
into North Carolina in the two primary races 
between Senator Graham and the eventually 


successful candidate, Willis Smith, former pres- - 


ident of the American Bar Association. And by 
some reports, the flow of funds from New York 
and elsewhere in the East down into Florida 
to beat Senator Pepper must have set the pace 
for outside attempts to determine senatorships 
by lavish use of carpetbag funds. 

But until the facts are dug out and reported, 
no one will know where the G.O.P. primary in 
Pennsylvania will rank financially among these 
Southern Democratic fights. It could well be in 
first place. A lot was at stake in that battle be- 
ween the Grundy and Duff forces and Old Joe 
Grundy has never been niggardly in the right 
places in running a campaign. 

When Senator Morse ran successfully for re- 
nomination in Oregon, his G.O.P. opponent en- 
joyed many contributions from the industrial 
East. Among these, so Senator Morse reports, 
were $1000 each from Ernest T. Weir, Pittsburgh; 
Frederick C.. Crawford, Cleveland; George W. 
Merck, Rahway, N. J., and Charles E. Merrill, 
New York. 

There is nothing illegal about a contribution 
against Senator Morse by a former president of 
the National Association of Manufacturers. But 
the voters should know that such influences are 
at work and they should know when the sums 
exceed the legal limits set in the Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. These limits do not apply 
in primaries. In elections they are: $25,000 on 
the spending of a Senator and $5000 on a House 
candidate. 

Since the law does not cover primaries, it 
does not apply in-the South to the races which, 
in practice, are the elections. Senator Gillette's 
committee has important work to do—expendi- 
tures to investigate and legislation to recom- 
mend and work for. The American people want 
no return of the golden primaries of 1926 when 
many thousands were spent te nominate Frank 
L. Smith in Illinois and William S. Vare in 
Pennsylvania. 
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Bigger Game for a Grand Jury 

Indictment of 26 persons by a Jackson county 
grand jury is more impressive humerically than 
otherwise. Aside from Anthony R. Gizzo and 
Max Jaben they are all small fry in the policy 
racket. The county grand jury is merely scratch- 
ing the surface. How about some real digging? 

There is, for example—a horrible example in 
the words of the federal grand jury that investi- 
gated him—George R. Clark, former county 
assessor and political ally of Binaggio. What is 
Prosecuting Attorney Henry H. Fox Jr. doing 
about him? We commend to the prosecutor and 
the county grand jury the report of the federal 
grand jury from which the county jury got its 
original impetus to action: 

“Undoubtedly the most sordid and vicious 
situation or condition existing in Jackson county 
uncovered by this grand jury is the tax-fixing 
racket perpetrated under the administration of 
George R. Clark, by means of which tens of 
thousands of dollars have been extorted by 
jacking up or threatening to jack up the real 
estate or personal property taxes of legitimate 
business organizations.”

Egypt Denounces Aggression 

Egypt has retreated from its rather mystify- 
ing refusal to support the United Nations Se- 
curity Council action against the invaders of 
Southern Korea. The new position of the Cairo 
Government also is somewhat mystifying since 
it represents a denunciation of the invasion and 
at the same time a refusal to approve the use 
of force to repel it. 

Actually, Egypt is being very eclectic about 
several phases of its foreign policy. It is ignor- 
ing the fact that virtually the whole world is 
divided into two camps, the Communist and anti- 
Communist. Thus, Cairo refuses to recognize 
either Bao Dai or Ho Chi Minh in Indochina. 
Nor does it recognize the Red regime in China. 

When the world was much larger than it 
now is, nations could thus afford to pick and 
choose. Today only a small nation, too unim- 
portant to be under direct pressure, can pos- 
sibly be so aloof. It is an attitude which can 
be maintained only in the shelter of great 
powers, and one which 'probably would have to 
be abandoned quickly if another world confla- 
gration were to break out. 

Even so, Egypt's half-move toward support of 
the United Nations is not to be dismissed lightly. 
It makes unanimous the non-Communist world's 
denunciation, at least, of the Korean aggression. 
Logic may yet convince the Egyptians that they 
should also support measures taken against this 
aggression. 

Meanwhile the United States and the other 
major democratic powers should ask themselves 
why any non-Western state should hesitate to 
endorse what is essentially Western action. The 
sanction of Asiatic nations especially cannot be 
taken. for granted. India, for example, is still 
deeply disturbed about Indochina. 

Such doubts can be overcome only by a clear 
demonstration that the West has given up its 
old notions of imperialism and colonialism, that 
it is sincerely interested in freedom and higher 
living standards for people everywhere. West- 
erners themselves may feel sure about these 
objectives, but they must make the hanesty of 
their intentions obvious to those who are still 
inclined to question them,

Between Book Ends 


Art of the College Teacher 


A HANDBOOK FOR COLLEGE TEACHERS, edited by 
Bernice Brown Cronkhite (Harvard University Press, 
272 pqs. $3.) 
The customary requirement for teach- 

ing in colleges and universities is that a 

man be a scholar. The requirement that 

a college teacher be skilled in the art 

of teaching is a recent innovation which 

has not exactly swept 
the academic world 
off its feet. The as- 
sumption of the pres- 
ent volume is that 
both scholarship and 
teaching ability are 
essential in order to 

qualify a man for a 

position as a college 

teacher. But since 
classroom compé- 
tence is the element 
generally neglected 
jn the preparation of 
college teachers, the 
present volume 
stresses teaching 
skill and has less to say about the neces- 
sity for sound scholarship. 

“A Handbook for College Teachers” is 
the printed version of a series of extra- 


or} Cronkh ‘8 


‘curricular lectures for graduate students 


at Harvard and Radcliffe who contem- 
plate entering the field of college teach- 
ing. This book is designed for the person 
with no teaching experience and only the 
vaguest notion of what awaits him when 
he becomes the dispenser, rather than the 
recipient, of higher education. 

“Four ,.. chapters deal with the re- 
lationship between teacher and student: 
four with varieties of teaching method fn 
the humanities, the natural sciences and 
the social sciences; one with some of the 
visual and other instruments of teaching; 
one with the ‘mechanics’ of speech, since 
a teaching genius unheard is a teaching, 
genius lost: four diseuss the young teach- 
er as a person on a faculty, joining pre- 
fessional societies, traveling abroad, or 
undertaking research and publication; twh, 
face the question of how to obtain a 
teaching position, and three concluding 
chapters present the main developments 
and trends of the educational process in 
relation to our American society.’ 

Any book which attempts to survey all 
that the pre-service college tstructor 
needs to know is bound to be superficial 
in spots. This “Handbook” \is no excep- 
tion, although the difficulty is overcome 
to a considerable extent by farming out 
the various aspects of the subject to spe- 
cialists like I. A. Richards, Howard Mum- 
ford Jones, Robert Ulich, Gordon W. All- 
port, and others. 

There is no formula for good teaching, 
and this book does not pretend to offer 
one. It does, however, give plenty of good 
advice on specific points. Of course, there 
are contradictions, as, for example, Andre 
Morize’s advice ‘in “Teaching the Hnu- 
manities”) that judicious use of histrionics 
may bring results and W. H. Weston’s adj. 
monition ‘in “Values, Methods and Cri- 
teria in Teaching”) that one should not 
try to play a part or put on an act during 
one’s lecturing. Obviously, what works for 
one teacher may not work for another. 
The “Handbook,” in presenting a variety 
of opinions on specific points of teaching 
procedure. encourages the fledgling teach- 
er to indulge in a wise kind of eclecticism 
as he develops his individual style of. 
teaching. ; 

A need exists at the present time for, 
a good textbook designed for courses in 
college teaching. This “Handbook” has 
much to recommend it. For one thing, 
it is devoid of the verbiage and jargor 
that are the curse of the literature or 
education. For another, it is a thought- 
provoker. and its authors have made their 
contributions in an informal tone which 
invites further discussion.

Yet even Britain refuses to lie 
down and die to bear out Mr. Flynn’s theme. His book was written 
about a year ago. Since then, devaluation of the pound has stopped 
‘the drain on Britain's gold reserve and its whole economic picture 
has brightened. The Labor Government has been able to relax or 
eliminate war-time controls. It has, for example, removed gasoline 
from the ration list. 

No doubt Mr. Flynn would explain all this by saying that the 
present boom is like the hectic flush on the cheek of a fever patient. 
Maybe so. Maybe we are working up to another 1929 bust. But 
‘the post-war depression, so freely predicted by economists, didn't 
_happen and now the outlook is for four or five years of continued 
prosperity. Nor can large defense expenditures and purchases under 
the Marshall Plan explain all of it. 

* * * 

ISN’T IT JUST POSSIBLE that the socialistic measures and the 
labor union policies which Mr. Flynn decries have contributed to 
the country’s economic stability? In the early '30s, we had poverty 
in the midst of plenty, a paradox that knit the brows of the philoso- 
phers. The country at that time had everything necessary for the 
good life, in terms of food and raw materials, but the people couldn't 
satisfy their wants. 

The $64 question was, how can purchasing power be put into 
the hands of the people so they can absorb the output of our mass 
production industries? That question has been answered in various 
‘ ways. It has been answered by the labor unions, which have been 
successful in getting higher wage scales. However much conserva- 
tives may deplore the increasing demands of labor since the Wagner 
Act became law. the fact is that labor is now able to buy the auto- 
mobiles, television sets, refrigerators, washing machines and the 
million-and-one gadgets being turned out by industry. 

* * 

THE QUESTION has been answered, too, by the socialistic meas- 
ures which Mr. Flynn regards as so ruinous. When a man loses his 
job nowadays, his purchasing power continues through unemploy- 
ment insurance. That insurance acts as a cushion not only for the 
man out of a job, but for our economy. In discussing this point 
recently, Secretary of Labor Tobin said he did not think the country 
would ever have a major depression such as it had in the early 
‘30s. Of course, Mr. Tobin speaks from a partisan point of view 
and, as some would say, as a ballyhoo artist for the administration. 

Yet is there not sense in his remarks when he argues that the 
social and economic legislation passed since 1933 has put solid 
supports under our economy? Some of these supports are old-age 
and survivors’ insurance, free public employmen: services, minimum 
wage and hour legislation, insurance of bank /e posits, agricultural 
price guarantees, in addition to unemployment insurance. I imag- 
ine that even Mr. Flynn would think hard before wiping these meas- | 
ures off the books. ; 

* * * 


MR. FLYNN THINKS it a delusion “that we can combine so- 
cialism and capitalism and preserve the best features of each.” He 
adds that “the very first hard and cold fact we must face is that 
these two systems cannot live together in the same society, despite 
the spurious claims for the so-called mixed system in some of the 
Scandinavian countries which has never been submitted to any |

MR. FLYNN CAVALIERLY brushes aside the Scandinavian ex- 
perience. Yet, as Marquis Childs showed, in his epoch-marking 
hook. “Sweden—the Middle Way,” published in 1936, Scandinavia 
has proved that capitalism and socialism CAN live together in the 
same society. Since that book was written, every nation In the 
world has gone in for a mixed economy for the simple reason that 
unadulterated laissez-faire never has worked and simply cannot 
work in the complex world we live in. The purpose of ‘the new 
collectivist trend is to prevent the boom-and-bust cycles that have 
caused so much misery and to provide a measure of security that 
modern man demands.

IN THIS SENSE, Mr. Flynn's book was written a half-century 
too late. The clock cannot be turned back. The measures which 
he labels socialistic are safeguards against flaws in the old capital- 
istic system which have, from time to time, thrown millions of men 
into soup lines. And, despite these socialistic measures, private 
business and industry in the United States are flourishing, as all the 
statistics show.

Passing the Buck. 


Chairman Hubert E. Howard 
of the Munitions Board testified 
last January before Johnson's 
committee that the No. 1 trans- 
portation deficit was in transport 
aircraft.

Airlift Was Deceptive. 


Two months ago, Langdon P. 
Marvin Jr., chairman during the 
war of an interdepartmental air 
cargo priorities committee, testi- 
fied that 1200 large-type trans- 
port planes would be necessary 
to make up the current deficit. 
He pointed to repeated reports 
of a Russian submarine flect five 
times as large as that of the Nazis 
in 1940. 


In some respects, the Berlin air 
lift was almost too successful. It 
gave people a feeling that we 
had what it took to do the job. 

But the Berlin lift was only 250 
miles long. At the peak of opera- 
tion, 5000 tons a day were being 
transported. This war is 6000 
miles away on a narrow and dif- 
ficult peninsula of the Asiatic 
mainland.

He was also 
special executive assistant to the 
Attorney General in charge of 
public relations. He was an ef- 
fective Government attorney in 
appearances before the Supreme 
Court. Among the cases he won 
there was the first interpretation 
of the provision in the Second 
Amendment on the fight to bear 
arms. The Court agreed with his 
argument that this provision did 
not-invalidate a statute regulating 
the interstate shipment of ma- 
chine guns. He also won the case 
establishing the constitutionality 
of the anti-kidnaping statute, in- 
troduced by the late Representa- 
tive John J. Cochran of St. Louis 
after the Lindbergh kidnaping, 
and he successfully argued that 
the anti-slavery amendment ap- 
plied to a peonage case in Ar- 
kansas. 

Dean was born in Seattle, Dec. 
28, 1905. Because his father was 
a Baptist minister he attended 
public schools in New York, Chi- | 
cago and Pasadena. He got his, 
A.B. and J.D. at the University | 
of Redlands in California.

One Amendment Would Extend Waiting Pe-

A series of amendments to Mis- 
souri’s unemployment compensa- 
tion law was recommended bv the 
State Division of Employment 
Security and the Governor's Ad- 
visory Council on Unemployment 
Compensation, in the division's 
annual report issued today. The 
recommendations will be  sub- 


mitted to the next legislature, 
convening in January. 

One of the changes would 
modify a 1948 amendment to the 
law, which sought to minimize 


payments of jobless benefits to : 


workers who quit their jobs vol- 
untarily or were fired for cause. 
Under the 1948 amendment. an 


‘employe who leaves his job witha- 


out cause, is fired for cause, or 
refuses to accept new employ- 
ment would not be eligible for

General Started on Road to Tokyo by Offensive Staff Said Was Impossible

They told him 
he could not think of attack for 
months ...if ever. His concern, 
they said, must be the defense of 
Australia after the inevitable 
landings. 

“I've known the General for 20 
years and have never seen him so 
affected,” one of his staff offi- 
cers said after the meeting. “He 
turned absolutely white when he 
heard the first figures we gave 
him, and he was near tears be- 
fore we were finished. He didn't 
sav a word; just looked off into 
space ... the man was heart- 
broken.” 

When the meeting was fin- 
ished, MacArthur walked the 
streets alone for a long time. But 
something he did, ‘during that 
walk, indicated that he was on the 
rebound. He returned to the 
hotel with a new*wristwatch for 
his wife, to replace the one lost 
in the confusion of the dramatic 
flight from Corregidor. The en- 
graving read: “To my bravest. 
MacArthur.” 

Two days later he summoned 
his staff and, pacing the floor 
while their eyes followed him, he 
boomed, “Gentlemen, the battle 
for Australia will not be waged 
on the Brisbane line. It will be 
fought and won or lost in New 
Guinea.” 

He fired his air officer and re-

Take My 
Word for It

chaperon correctly? Perhaps a 
discussion of the origin of the 
word would help.—V.G. 

A. The preferred apelling is 
chaperon, without the final “e.” 
The dictionaries also ‘list “chaper- 
one,” but as a second choice 
spelling. 

The word has a most interest- 
ing origin. In French, from which 
language we borrowed the word, 
its literal meaning is, “a hooded 
cape,” similar to a riding hood. 
Indeed, Little Red Riding Hood 
is known in France as Le Petit 
Chaperon Rouge. Note that le 
(the), petit (little), and chaperon 
(riding hood) are words of mas- 
culine gender,’ although Little 
oe Riding Hood, of course, is a 
girl. 

The French use chaperon as we 
do—in the figurative meaning of 
a matron who accompanies a 
young girl, or who keeps her eye 
on young couples at parties, 
dances, etc. But “le chaperon” 
still is masculine. ‘Le is the mas- 
culine form for “the,” and la is 
the feminine.) 

Similarly in French the word 
for teacher is masculine—profes- 
seur. There is no feminine form. 
So one addresses a woman teach- 
er as madame for macemoiselle) 
le professeur. One speaks of her 
as mon professeur, using the mas- 
culine pronoun “mon” (my), in- 
stead of the feminine ‘‘ma.” 

In French, gender is a fearful 
and complicated business. To be- 
gin with, there is no neuter gend- 
er; things are either masculine or 
feminine. Not only nouns and 
pronouns have gender, but so do 
the articles, and most adjectives. 

For example, to say in French, 
“Is the table beautiful?” one says, 
“La table est-elle belle?” Every 
word except “est” (is) is feminine. 
“Is the book beautiful?” is writ- 
ten, “Le livre est-il beau?” for 
every word but “est” is masculine.

By Albert H. Morehead 


i Playing “Canasta to Win 


VEN when an “excellent” hand 

improves slightly it may still 

not warrant your dreaming of 
a winter in Florida. In fact. it 
may be less hopeful than it was 
earlier in the deal. Here's that 
good hand again: 


Both sides need 120 and this is 
your fourth turn, with no one 
yet having taken the pack. You 
couldn't take it either, because 
the upcard was a six, but you 
draw from stock and get a 9. 
Now you can make the minimum 
with only six cards if you want 
to put down the three nines with 
your three wild cards. Or you 
can make it in seven cards and 
still keep a wild card if you want 
to put down three nines with the 
joker and a deuce with one of 
your other pairs. 

Which should you do? Under 
certain circumstances you should- 
n't do either one — principally 
when making any meld would 
leave you without safe discards, 
where not making a meld would 
provide a few rounds of safety. 


Let's suppose that your left-hand 
opponent has already thrown a 
couple of nines and your partner 
has thrown one too. That makes 
your nines pretty safe as discards 
-——and still leave vou able to go 
down for 120 with your queens 
and eights if you decide vou have 
to, or want to. 

So there are two things vou 
can do. You can make the initial 
meld with the queens and eights 
and your three wild cards, or bet- 
ter, you can play along for an- 
other round or so. But in either 
case you discard that nine you 
just bought; in fact. if you're a 
quick thinker, don't even put it 
into your hand. Seeing you dis- 
card a nine after both the other 
players have thrown them may 
encourage your right-hand oppo- 
nent to let"»ne go—thereby giv- 
ing you that heavy pack. 


Question: I have one card in 
my hand. My right-hand oppo- 
nent, who has just taken the 
pack, discards a card that 
matches one of our canastas. Mav 
I take it and go out? Could 
I take it if it matched some other 
meld? 

Answer: No not in either case. 
With only one card in your hand 
you may not take a one-card dis- 
eard pile to go out.

The Word “Foyer” and “Focus.” 


HE reader who asks for the

When the 
diamond finesse lost the contract 
was lost—but that need not have 
been the case if South tried for 
a finesse in clubs, whether or not 
he was successful. As the club 
honors lay, of course, South 
could not have gone wrong—but 
let's assume that West had the 
club queen and East the club ace. 
South’s lead of a club to his 
jack would lose to the queen, 
and West could return a club to 
defeat the contract—but how 
would he know that? Declarer 
would have made the same club 
Lee E play M he had held A-J-10, in- 

= tending to take two finesses in the 
suit. Thus, West could not re- 
turn clubs with any high degree 
of assurance, and, even after 
guessing wrong in clubs, South 
would still have another chance 
in the diamond finesse. In other 
words, the immediate diamond 
finesse was conclusive, one way 
or the other, but the club play 
might easily preserve the second 
chance.

THE OBJECTIONS RAISED by the prospect are a bo- 
‘nanza for the salesman if he simply acquires a broader psy- 
clhiological outlook. I have previously told you that every 
human being, regardless of sex, age, or educational back- 
ground, should be regarded as having a motto inscribed on 
his chest which reads, “I want to feel important.” 

Does it inflate the vanity of the prospect when the sales- 
man reels off a beautifully memorized sdles talk? Not much, 
though it may make the salesman feel good. To produce a 
sale, however, he must make the prospect feel good! How 
can he do this? By taking advantage of the objections which 
the prospect raises! These are really blessings in disguise! 

Often they are fnterposed purely to show that the pros- 
pect isn't a rubber stamp, to be stampeded into meek assent 
without a show of independent thinking on his part. This 
is especially true if the prospect's wife or a friend is stand- 
ing by! 

* * * 

EVEN WHEN THE PROSPECT raises some serious ques- 
tion in a sincere desire for facts, the salesman should take 
advantage of this opportunity to engender the latter’s goodwill. 

He should, therefore, make it a rule always to “pause 
and praise” before he launches into his reply. 

As Peter remarked, most good salesman today have al- 
ready encountered all the stock objections and have excellent 
answers developed for them. But some salesman snap back 
with these answers so quickly and forcefully, that the prospect 
vaguely feels that he has been slapped. 

So learn to “pause and praise” the acumen of the ques- 
tioner before you actually cite the facts which will answer 
his query. Thus, you make him feel important! He will then 
regard you more kindly, so you have him prejudiced in your 
favor instead of against vou.

Shallow ‘Sneeze Morality’ 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


HERE is a tendency among 

many shallow thinkers of 

our day to teach that every 
human act is a reflex, over 
which we do not exercis. hu- 
man control. They would rate 
a generous deed as no more 
praiseworthy than a wink, a 
crime as no more voluntary 
than a sneeze. Men are be- 
lieved, by such false thinkers, 
to be “conditioned” to act this 
way or that—with no freedom 
of choice, no responsibility for 
their good deeds or bad. They 
tell us that crime and sin are 
caused by an insufficiency of 
playgrounds or by a childhood 
shock which turned the child 
into a “problem child” and pre- 
vented his ever “adjusting” to 
reality and its demands. 

Such a philosophy undercuts 
all human dignity. It confuses 
conduct, which is .uman, vith 
behavior, which is animal. It 
ignores the spiritual faculties of 
man, which enable him to act 
against his impluses, to refuse 
the course of least resistance 
because of his allegiance to an 
ideal. This false conception of 
human nature contradicts our 
own common-sense ~*rience: 
you do not have to finish read- 
ing this column, nor do you 
have to set it aside. You are 
conscious, now, of your freedom 
to follow one cour~e or the other 
in the next three minutes. All 
of us have the power of choice 
in action at every moment of 
our lives. 
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“I COULDN’T HELP doing 
it,” is the weakest and least 
likely of excuses. It is particu- 
larly favored by liars: they say, 
“She asked my opinion of her 
new hat, and I couldn't tell her 
the truth!” Why not? The truth 
need never offend if it is told 
with charity and friendliness. 
“I simply had to’ is not a 
valid excuse for committing 
any sin, and lying is a sin. 

The notion that men act be- 
cause of “forces” stronger than 
their wills leads to great dan- 
gers in the social scene. Even 


_ killing is justified by some, who 


say that economic necessity 
makes wars inevitable. No one 
in the age of faith ever spoke 
of wars as a necessity. Wars 
are made by men, not by econ- 
omies, and men, in saner ages 
than our own, were known to 


be free agents, deciding their 


own destinies. 

St. James told us, ““What leads 
to war, what leads to quarrel- 
ing among you? I will tell you 
what leads to them: the appe- 
tites. that infest your mortal 
bodies. Your desires go unful- 
filled, so you fall to murdering; 
you set your heart on some- 
thing, and cannot -have your 
will, so there is quarrelling and 
fighting.” 
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ATOMIC WARFARE is not 
“sure” to come; men will decide 
in their hearts whether such a 
war will come or not. The life- 
less bomb does not create the 
problem of our times: men’s 
cruelty creates our problem. 
A stock-pile of bombs in the 
hands of St. Francis of Assisi 
would be as harmless as a 
flower. But a single bomb in 
the hands of a Stalin (or of a 
President willing to release it) 
can menace New York or prove 
a scandalous calamity to Hiro- 
shima. 

Christian tradition attributes 
evil to a personal choice, an 
act of the free will which mis- 
uses the liberty that God gave 
to man. Freedom is vastly prized 
today in the speeches of poli- 
ticians, but it is only political 
freedom which they praise: no- 
body takes the mircophone to 
remind the individual listener 
that he is morally free, that his 
sons are of his making. Such 
liberty is derided: we sometimes 
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have to sneeze. Therefore, ac- 
cording to the confused think- 
ers, we have to sin and nothing 
can prevent it. This effort to 
deny man’s freedom would, if 
it could succeed, turn people 
into so many animals. 

x *« * 

THE “SNEEZE MORALITY” 
recommends itself particularly 
to those who wish to escape the 
voice of conscience. They long 
to believe in a philosophy which 
will allow them to be cruel and 
untruthful and proud without 
a sense of guilt. Their own 
consciences, their uncorrupted 
reasons, tell them that what 


they are doing is wrong and 
that they will be held account- 
able for it. To escape this un- 
comfortable knowledge, some of 
them attempt to bribe their 
consciences into bringing in a 
more favorable report. They 
set up a new morality, gauged 
to fit their actions and to 
measure them as good. Since 
the true conscience has caused 
discomfort, they will devise a 
false conscience to reassure 
and flatter them. 

The man who has created a 
new conscience in this man- 
ner has set himself up as a 
rival to God, able to determine 
right and wrong. When he does 
something good (such as con- 
tributing to a charity and get- 
ting his name in the papers for 
it) he takes full credit. When 
he does something bad, he 
he says, “It is .because I am 
built that way,” or “My child- 
hood was unhappy, so I can- 
not be expected to behave.” 

False consciences seem to 
succeed—but only in the day- 
light hours. Even sneeze moral- 
ists, in the long nights, know 
remorse— and their uneasiness 
is the Voice of God, summoning 
them away from their self-made 
slavery to the glorious freedom 
of the children of God.
